Facebook still rules 


But Instagram, Pinterest 
gaining ground in users, 
engagement, report says

It’s clear that more and more of you are up- 
loading photos of your dog or a tasty meal and 
cocktail to Instagram. And we know you’re 
busy pinning wedding ideas or DIY projects 
to your Pinterest boards. 

Naturally you use Facebook too, as it still 
rules as the most popular social media plat- 
form, but Instagram and Pinterest both have 
gained ground in users and engagement, 
according to a new report issued by the Pew 
Research Center based on a survey of about 
1,900 adults nationwide who were asked 
about their use of social media platforms. It’s 
unclear whether the users had accounts for 
the sites. 

The number of adults who use the Internet 
and get on Instagram and Pinterest has dou- 
bled since 2012. Pinterest saw its usage go from 
15 percent of online adults in 2012 to 31 percent 
in 2015. Likewise, 28 percent of adults who surf 
the Web use Instagram, up from 13 percent in 
2012. Comparatively 72 percent of adult Inter- 
net users logged on to Facebook. 

It could be the typical trajectory of tech- 
nology-slow to take off, followed by a steep 
increase when it does catch on, said Stephanie 
Edgerly assistant professor at Northwestern 
University’s Medill School of Journalism. 

However, none of the major social media 
platforms— Facebook, Instagram, Pinter- 
est, Twitter or Linkedin— saw significant 
growth in number of users over the past eight 
months. She said it’s too soon to say whether 
the popularities of the sites have plateaued. 

Instagram and Pinterest, for example, 
offer different user experiences and appeal to a 
smaller audience than Facebook, she said. 

“They’re not going to rival Facebook. They

The graphs below compare the usage of major social media sites by Millennials with the use by total adult 
users. Linkedin was the only major platform that Millennials did not dominate in usage. 
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Total daily use and change in usage over the years 

Immediately below, the graphs show the percentage of daily users for each major social media platform. 
The bottom graphs show the percent of online adults who say they use each major platform, by year. 
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are more niche social media websites,” Edgerly 
said. 

What’s more telling, she said, is that the re- 
port found Instagram, Pinterest and Linkedin 
users logged on more often. 


From September 2014 to April 2015, Insta- 
gram users who visited the site on a daily basis 
went up from 49 percent to 59 percent. Pin- 
terest users who checked the site daily grew 
from 17 percent to 27 percent. Linkedin daily 


users rose from 13 percent to 22 percent. 

Meanwhile, the number of Twitter 
users who get on daily remained relatively 
flat, bumping up from 36 percent in 2014 and 
38 percent in 2015. Facebook had the most 
engaged users at 70 percent, a stat that didn’t 
change over that same time period. 

The uptick in daily frequency for users of 
some of the social media platforms can indi- 
cate the site’s strength and longevity in a cha- 
otic tech environment, Edgerly said. 

Having users visit the site more frequently 
instead of randomly can create an opportu- 
nity for platforms to charge advertisers more, 
she said. 

“They can maintain a profit with having a 
small audience so long as they demonstrate 
the audience is engaged,” Edgerly said. 

The report showed Millennials ages 18 
to 29 dominated usage of each social media 
platform over any other age group with the 
exception of Linkedin, which was used most 
by GenXers ages 30 to 49. It could be because 
older people are more motivated to develop 
professional networks compared with Millen- 
nials, who are still in college or working their 
first job, Edgerly said. 

The survey also asked smartphone owners 
about using messaging apps such as iMessage 
and WhatsApp and using auto-delete apps 
like Snapchat. 

Results found that 36 percent used messag- 
ing apps and 17 percent used apps that auto- 
matically delete messages. Eor Millennials, 
the stats were higher. Nearly half of young 
adults ages 18 to 29 use messaging apps, and 
41 percent said they use auto-delete apps. 

“These apps are free, and when connected 
to Wi-Fi they do not use up SMS {Short Mes- 
saging Service] or other data,” the report said. 
“Furthermore, they offer a more private kind 
of social interaction than traditional social 
media platforms such as Facebook or Twitter.”

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ROSE ACCUSED OF RAPE 


Two years have passed since Mr. Rose 
ended the consensual relationship with 
the plaintiff, and her claims are as meritless 
now as they were two years ago.”

Bulls star Derrick Rose has been accused of 
sexual assault in a lawsuit filed Wednesday by 
a former girlfriend in Los Angeles— a charge 
Rose quickly denied through a spokeswoman. 

The woman, identified in the court filing 
as “Jane Doe,” alleges she was “gang raped” 
by Rose and two of his friends in August 2013. 
The woman claims the men placed a drug in 
her drink during a night out, then sexually 
assaulted her later after they broke into her 
apartment. 

She said she was in an “incapacitated state 
of consciousness.” 

A spokeswoman for Rose acknowledged 
Thursday that the Bulls guard had a lengthy 
sexual relationship with the accuser, but she 
said in a statement that the woman’s allega- 
tions in the lawsuit were “completely false and 
without any factual basis.” 

“This is nothing more than a desperate at- 
tempt to shake down a highly respected and 
successful athlete,” said the spokeswoman, 
Lisa Cohen. “Mr. Rose was in a non-exclusive, 
consensual sexual relationship with the plain- 


tiff for over two years. The plaintiff expressed 
no complaints about Mr. Rose until various 
lawyers began to surface and demand that the 
plaintiff be paid millions of dollars. This is the 
third lawyer the plaintiff has retained in this 
matter. 

“Two years have passed since Mr. Rose 
ended the consensual relationship with the 
plaintiff, and her claims are as meritless now 
as they were two years ago.” 

Rose and the woman dated for about two 
years from 2011 until July 2013. In May 2013, 
according to the lawsuit, the woman said she 
traveled to Chicago with Rose and that they 
went to dinner with a friend “at his house after 


the game he played in ended.” 

However, Rose missed the entire 2012-13 
season with an injury and did not play in May 

The woman said in the lawsuit that after 
that trip she no longer wanted to pursue a 
romantic relationship with Rose, but she said 
the two remained acquaintances. A text mes- 
sage from Rose included in the lawsuit sug- 
gests Rose was souring on their relationship 
as well. 

The woman claims the assault by Rose and 
two friends, both of whom are named as de- 
fendants in the lawsuit, happened after the 
group attended a party at a home in Beverly 
Hills, Calif 


The friends could not be reached for com- 
ment. 

Attorneys for the woman also could not be 
reached. The lawsuit was filed Wednesday in 
Los Angeles Superior Court. 

The Bulls issued a statement early Thurs- 
day saying, “We just learned about this matter 
and do not know all the facts. It would be in- 
appropriate to comment further at this time.” 

In the weeks after August 2013, the woman, 
who worked as an administrator for a prop- 
erty management company at the time, said 
she became paranoid that Rose was monitor- 
ing her phone calls, according to the lawsuit. 
She was reluctant to report the incident be- 
cause she feared retaliation and because she 
had been in a consensual relationship with the 
basketball player. The woman lost her job, the 
lawsuit says, because she became distracted 
by the trauma of the alleged sexual assault. 

The lawsuit seeks “an award of money judg- 
ment for mental pain and anguish and severe 
emotional distress,” including “a civil penalty 
in the sum of $25,000” and additional relief as 
determined by a judge.

The morning of his interview with RedEye, 
Zac Efron was in a rush to pack and get to the 
airport. He usually turns on music to wake 
himself up. Today he forgot. 

“I couldn’t {pack}. ADD kicked in. I 
couldn’t fold anything; I was setting things 
in the wrong places,” says the 27-year-old 
actor at West Loop dance club The Mid 
alongside 24-year-old co-star Emily Rata- 
jkowski (“Gone Girl,” “Entourage”) and 
33-year-old director/co-writer Max Joseph (a 
co-host of MTV’s “Catfish”). “I realized I had 
both suitcases — I had two suitcases, and they 
were in different rooms, so I was having to 
do double, back and forth. It was just chaos. 
Einally I put headphones in and got it all done 
and barely made my flight.” 

It’s no secret that music significantly 


impacts most of our lives in many ways, but 
part of the success of “We Are Your Eriends,” 
an engaging coming-of-age drama set in the 
world of EDM opening Eriday is how it, 
unlike so many movies about music, under- 
stands the importance of the process of songs 
being created. Efron plays Cole, an aspiring 
DJ in L.A. who gets a break when he befriends 
a star DJ (Wes Bentley) but might blow it if he 
can’t keep his feelings for the guy’s girlfriend 
(Ratajkowski) in check. The movie makes you 
appreciate both irresistible chemistry (not an 
automatic thing between leads or people off- 
screen) and what actually goes into building a 
track that makes people want to dance their 
asses off 

When you arrive at a party, how aware are 
you of the music? Does it fade into the back- 


ground, or you can’t heip but notice it and it 
impacts the way you experience the night? 
Zac Efron: It definitely impacts the party 
Emiiy Ratajkowski: Come on, think about 
that feeling when you walk in the door and 
you hear a great song, and you’re like {dances 
in her seat], “Let’s go on the floor right now!” 
And get really excited— that’s a great feeling. 
Max Joseph: I generally feel I’m looking for 
a reason to— I’m always a little shy when I 
come into a party so if the music is good, 
all of a sudden I’m enticed to open up and 
have a good time. But if it’s bad, that’s just an 
excuse as to why I’m like, “Oh, yeah, I don’t 
think tonight is going to be the night.” 

If it’s good, wiii you dance your way in iike 
Emiiy does? 

M J: {Laughs.} 


ER: Yes, I’ve seen him do that. 

ZE: Sometimes music’s the reason to go to 
the party 
ER: Profound. 

M J: It’s a haiku. 

Wouid you rather to go a wedding that has 
great music and OK food or OK music and 
great food? 

MJ: Come on. 

ER: Great music. 

MJ: Great music, 100 percent. 

ER: Nobody eats the food even if it’s good. 
And you’re too drunk at that point to want 
to eat the food. {Laughs.} I love weddings. 
MJ: Who doesn’t? Aeah, weddings are joyous 
celebrations, and the better the wedding, the 
less you eat. 
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I feel like sometimes people just hire the 
same DJ everyone else has and play the 
same songs. Do you feel like people give as 
much thought as they should to the impor- 
tance of the music in that setting? 

ER: I think there’s like classic wedding songs 
you know are going to appeal to— ’cause wed- 
dings are one of those rare moments where 
you have the grandmothers and the little 
kids and your friends, so you have to get a set 
playlist that appeals to the masses. 

ZE: ^ah, your first thought’s always go with 
the band, right? It’s live, it’s cool, the music’s 
there. But that’s wrong! 

MJ: {Laughs.} 

ZE: %u’ve gotta go with the DJ, ’cause then 
you get to hear the actual songs. You want to 
hear the actual songs. 

MJ: That’s really the question: At your wed- 
ding, do you want a band or a DJ? 

ER:I want a band, and then I want a DJ. 

ZE and MJ: {Laughs.} 

ZE: Aband and then a DJ for later. 

MJ: Spoiled rotten. She wants her cake and 
she can eat it too. 

On that note, this movie made me think 
about a DJ or a band having control over a 
crowd. How do you compare the control a 
DJ has versus a rock band? 

MJ: Um, rock bands can read the audience, 
but they certainly— 

ZE: —are playing a song they’ve played— 

MJ: — they only have so many different 
options, so many different directions to go 
in if the input that they’re getting from the 
audience is that they should make a right 
turn. DJs can really control the party and 
they have a much larger menu of things to 
choose from. 


That would be incredible if bands were play- 
ing a song and saw the crowd didn’t like it, so 
they Just stopped. 

ZE: "^ah, yeah. 

M J: Well, a good wedding band can play any 
song. 

ER: Or a bar mitzvah band. 

MJ: Or a quinceahera band as well. 

Gotta cover all our bases here. 

ZE: Or the Beatles. 

MJ:They can do a lot of different covers. 


What’s an EDM stereotype or misconception 
you’d like to see go away? 

ZE: One that I know is not true anymore is 
that it’s incredibly simple. {Laughs.} That 
anyone can do it, {that} you can press play 
and sit back. You’d have to be a pretty good 
faker to pull that off. I found it to be pretty 
challenging in the time I spent with it. The 
decks are pretty complicated; there’s a lot 
you can do with them, and it requires a lot 
of time and effort to really master those 
controls. I sat with Afrojack at my house, and 
I watched him— he plugged in my decks, and 
I saw him with no USB; there was no USB 
plugged in at all. He made an entire song 
based just on the effects that he had on two 
decks. And he made a beat and a track in like 
maybe 7 minutes. And it sounded cool. 


What goes through your head if a DJ is up 
there and Just presses play and dances? 
ER:I mean, they still are controlling the 
crowd, though. That’s what’s so amazing 
about when you go and see Deadmau5— he’s 
more performative. But someone who’s just 
standing up there and does that, they just 
stand there and people are, like, enthralled. 
And when they hit one button it completely 
changes the energy of the crowd, which is 
something really incredible about DJs. 


So even if you think they’re not doing any- 
thing, they are, basically. 

MJ: Oddly I think that a lot of the haters of 
EDM and DJs are actually within the world 
of electronic music. There’s a lot of in-fight- 
ing between different people who make one 
kind of music {and} think that people who 
maybe do a big room or something aren’t as 
talented and are just pressing buttons, and 
then of course to the outside world it seems 
simple. Whether you are just orchestrating 
songs and pressing buttons or whether you’re 
actually performing a whole song live, you 
are manipulating an audience and bringing 
them on a journey one way or the other, and 
you are ushering them through an emotional 
experience. Some are conductors, and some 
are musicians, but I don’t think that one 
takes away from the other. 

Zac, you’ve said you have a tendency to 
overthink things. How much does that lead 
to your interest in music that, as the movie 
says, gets you out of your head and into 
your body? 

ZE: I think music does pull me into the pres- 
ent moment, get me out of my head. I think 
that’s what it’s always done for me and that’s 
why I was drawn to this project in the first 
place. I think that’s why we love this genre so 
much, why we go to festivals, is to get out of 
our heads and be in our bodies in the present 
moment. That’s what acting does too. It’s 
fun. 

MJ: Teah, you both say you like to listen to 
music in your trailers to get you more in the 
moment for the scene. 

ZE:Yeah, music is a sense-memory mecha- 
nism for me. I can use it to recall certain mo- 
ments in time. I can use it to evoke different 
emotions. Or set my mood. Wake me up. I 
love the fact that we can hear the bass up- 
stairs. I just wish we could hear some treble. 


Do you guys use music to wake up that way 
too? 

ER:I mean, I listen to music all the time 
throughout my day, definitely 
M J: I find reggae is really nice in the morning. 
ZE: Yeah. 

M J: It’s not like listening to dance music too 
early which sometimes can be a little jarring. 
However, if I wake up and need to get mov- 
ing and get my brain in order and just wake 
up, some dance music is a good— 

So 7 a.m. thumping ... 

ER:I can’t imagine the thumping at 7 a.m. I 
need a coffee before {any of} the thumping. 

M J: I listened to that song “Sister Saviour,” 
the DFA dub that’s in the pool party scene, 

I listened to that song on repeat like every 
morning for the year that I was writing. It’s 
one of the most-played songs on my Hunes. 
ZE: I love that song. I was listening to it 
yesterday 

Is it worse to lie in an online relationship, like 
in “Catfish,” or an in-person one, like lying 
while picking someone up in a club? 

ER: Equal. Actually no, picking someone up 
and lying is worse because I like the idea that 
the Internet allows you to put on a different 
hat and you maybe can’t invade someone’s 
life as much if you’re just on the Web. 

So you like that you can be anonymous? 

ER: I’m not saying I like it, but I think it’s less 
bad as you said. 

ZE: I don’t know how to tell lies. I’ve never 
told a lie ever. That’s true. 

M J: George Washington. 

ZE: That’s Abraham Lincoln. 

MJ: Is it Lincoln or Washington? 

ZE: Honest Abe. {Laughs.} You said George 
Washington? 

MJ:Who was at the cherry tree? 

ZE: Cherry tree was Abe Lincoln. {Editor’s 
note: It’s a legend about Washington.} 
MJ:That was Washington. 

ZE: Wait, wha? 

MJ: I’m getting my presidents confused. 

ZE: {Laughs.} Honest Abe. 

MJ: Washington, not a real president; that’s a 
fake presidential name. 

ZE: {Laughs.} 

MJ: DJ Washington. What was the question? 
ER: “Catfish” or ... 

Lying in person. 

M J: Oh, right. I think in-person is more 
sinister, but they’re both not good for a 
relationship. 

ZE: Online is more fun for a TV show Actu- 
ally I don’t know; they’re both pretty cool to 
watch on TV. 

MJ: They’re both kinda messed up. I think 
in-person is worse, but they’re not good.

Puts something real 
into artificial sounds 


How easy it would 
be to glance quickly 
at Lolla’s Perry’s 
Stage and classify 
EDM solely as the 
vomit-laced, tear- 
filled soundtrack to 
i6 -year-olds’ mistakes. 
Sometimes that’s accurate, but you know the 
cliche about a broken clock. 

To anyone not clinging too tightly to out- 
dated notions of what “real music” is— con- 
versations had by members of every genera- 
tion as it looks fearfully at the new thing, 
forgetting what it was like when they were 
young and enjoying the previous new thing— 
EDM can be joyful, an almost biological 
dissection of the intersection between sound 
and its effect on humans. In “We Are Your 
Friends,” aspiring DJ Cole (Zac Efron) says 
his role is to get people out of their heads and 
into their bodies, and what a good way to put 
it. Last year, I intended to attend SkriUex’s 
headlining Lolla set for a song or two. Ninety 
minutes later I was sweaty and exhausted, my 
only regret being wearing sandals. Dancing is 
fun. You should do it. 

And the film, somewhat unexpectedly, 
considering first-time feature director/ 
co-writer Max Joseph is best known for 
co-hosting the MTV Internet dishonesty 
exhibition “Catfish,” sweetly retrieves the 
musical genre from the artificiality of elbow- 
throwing bros and emoji hearts. He returns 


it to a place of endearing, creative freedom, 
a strain of romanticism flowing even as the 
relationship between the mover and the 
movement-maker becomes erotic. As Cole 
befriends veteran DJ James (Wes Bentley) 
and tries to resist something hanging in the 
air between him and James’ girlfriend, Sophie 
(Emily Ratajkowski), “We Are Your Friends” 
isn’t a search for identity like the extraor- 
dinary “Spring Breakers” or a nonstop, 
freewheeling bash like the unjustly maligned 
“Project X.” It’s not a detached bore like the 
over-praised “Eden” or a self-indulgent joke 
like “Entourage.” 

Rather, despite the familiar concept of 
the prince with eyes for the queen and suc- 
cumbing to the temptation of letting a main 
character do whatever he wants and lose out 
on nothing, “We Are Your Friends” has a 
twinkle that feels personal. Joseph explores 
a generational question of what to do with 
yourself, the potential need to go solo to 
make it and if/when mistakes can put an end 
date on dreams. It’s life as mash-up, idealism 
fighting to survive against adversity 

Part of that is the inspired casting of 
Efron, whose natural sincerity turns what 
could have been douche-y into the uncertain 
longing of a nice guy comfortable to be that 
way in an industry that often isn’t. And Rata- 
jkowski (“Gone Girl”) brings playful inno- 
cence to a character who might have seemed 
too perfect. If you think both stars are just 
pretty packages, you’re not really watching.

Patrick Wilson has 
made some really 
good movies (“Hard 
Candy” “Little 
Children”) about guys 
who can’t keep it in 
their pants. And then 
there’s “Zipper,” apa- 
thetic excuse for a political thriller that’s pretty 
much embarrassing for everyone involved. 

Assistant U.S. attorney Sam Ellis (Wilson) 
follows advice that he needs to be squeaky 
clean for his political aspirations ... and then 
becomes a regular client (fake name: Bob 
Fisher) for a high-priced escort service called 
Executive Privilege. This means less time 
masturbating and a lot more time purchasing 
temporary cellphones and giving conspicu- 
ous looks whenever he thinks his wife (Lena 
Headey), who’s such a thin character her 
name may as well be “Main Character’s 
Wife,” might be catching on. (Interesting: 
Apparently escort service websites have re- 
views. Sadly the film doesn’t really show any) 
Of course, Sam seems to give no thought to 


the thousands of dollars he’s spending, which 
means he’s using his brain about as much as 
director/co-writer Mora Stephens. “Zipper” 
is badly written, acted and directed, and such 
a thin, dismal take on the kind of scandal 
everyone was talking about seven years ago 
that it’s almost stunning how little the film 
actually exposes. 

Not that “Zipper” would have seemed any 
better had it come out in 2008. It partially 
recalls “Men, Women and Children,” which is 
never a plus, and should make people revisit 
Alex Gibney’s “Client 9: The Rise and Fall of 
Eliot Spitzer.” “Zipper” contains no com- 
ment on the arrogance that seems to drive 
powerful people who think their job title 
means they won’t be caught. And that the 
movie takes more than 100 minutes to tell a 
story without any surprises or dramatic inter- 
est— and includes comically bad depictions 
of journalists and shady politicians— almost 
makes you wish it at least descended to 
laughable, Cinemax-esque sleaze. Almost.

doesn’t make a big deal out of getting a tattoo 
when she needs time to collect her thoughts, 
does have spunk: “%ur face looks like an 
armpit,” she tells Cam (Nat Wolff of “Paper 
Towns”), the embarrassingly bearded doofus 
who played a significant part in Pile’s grand- 
daughter Sage’s (Julia Garner) unexpected preg- 
nancy Written and directed by the remarkably 
inconsistent Paul Weitz (“In Good Company 
‘American Dreamz,” ‘Admission”), “Grandma” 
takes place in one day as Elle quickly shakes off 
a breakup with her much-younger girlfriend 
(Judy Greer, who, as the dumpee, can’t repeat 
her classic ‘Arrested Development” kiss-off 
“Say goodbye to these!”) and tries to raise the 
$6oo that Sage needs for an abortion sched- 
uled for later that day Suddenly for Elle, a poet 
of mild renown a while back, turning her credit 
cards into a wind chime doesn’t seem as wise as 
it did at the time. 

The quality of the writing wavers from 
scene to scene, Weitz not providing much 
to wrestle with; “Grandma” focuses tightly 
while answering any relevant questions pretty 
clearly ^t Tomlin’s always showcasing Pile’s 
observation, distance and engagement, hurling 
lessons while also knowing how to recognize 
when she’s wrong. It’s the kind of juicy part 
that quality performers of any age deserve. 
Also, unrelated: Is it me, or is the abortion 
clinic here the same one that was in “Juno”? 


Many years ago, when 
I was old enough to 
know I cared about 
movies but too young 
to actually know 
anything, it used to 
drive me crazy when 
people earned an 
Oscar nomination (or victory) after being on 
screen for five minutes. They couldn’t possibly 
deserve it when the competition actually has, 
you knoty multiple scenes to memorize. As if 
quantity and quality always have something to 
do with each other. 

In “Grandma,” Sam Elliott arrives and 
effortlessly packs decades of memories and 
resentment into his limited time as Karl, an 
old flame of EUe’s (Lily Tomlin) who’s lost 
none of his fire. “I like being old; young people 
are stupid,” she tells him, not necessarily talk- 
ing about herself, not necessarily talking about 
someone else. Elliott’s compact, impassioned 
work deserves praise, and Tomlin’s great, 
too, the entire movie; “Grandma” is a small 
drama hinging entirely on a lead performance 
providing the source of a family’s trickle-down 
effect, and the 75-year-old actress absolutely 
carries the 75-minute movie. 

Thankfully this isn’t one of those annoying 
“Sassy Grandma” movies (let’s all resume shak- 
ing our heads at “Tammy”), though Elle, who
